LONDON. (JP >—Prime Minister 
Chamberlain asked the house of 
commons today to approve early 
enforcement of the Anglo-Italian 
accord of April 16 and made a bid 
for economic peace with Germany 
in southeasteen Europe. 

At the same time he formally 
announced Sir John Anderson, 56- 
year-old “Iron Man of Bengal" 
and new lord privy seal, also 
would be minister for civilian de¬ 
fense, taking charge of both air 
raid precautions and arrangemcijts 
for a "national voluntary service.” 
BOO.tl FOB BOTH 

The prime minister first called 
for debate tomorrow on his pro¬ 
posal to seal the Easter pact with 
Premier Mussolini "as soon as pos¬ 
sible.” 

Then replying to opposition at¬ 
tacks on consequences of the 
peace of Munich he insisted "there 
is room both for Germany and us 
in trading with southeastern Eu¬ 
rope." 

Outlining Sir John’s new func¬ 
tions, he reiterated his opposition 
to peacetime conscription of th^ 
nation's manpower for defense, 
declaring “there will be no com¬ 
pulsion. The government is satis¬ 
fied that it is desirable and prac¬ 
ticable to meet the needs of civili¬ 
an defen.se by voluntary action 
suitably guilded and organized.” 
NO BAR TO NAZIS 

Chamberlain said he had decid¬ 
ed against establishment of a min¬ 
istry of supply to speed rearma¬ 
ment becau.se it would dislocate 
industry unnecessarily. He also 
asserted Britain wa.s not planning 
to equip her army on a continen¬ 
tal scale. 

Of Germany's drive to the 
southeast he said: 

"We have no desire to block 
Germany from this country or 
that or to encircle her economical¬ 
ly. It Is true we have certain trade

Disappearance of a key piece of state’s evidence threw new mys¬ 
tery today into the “Fools Rush In” case, entering its third day of 
preliminary examination in justice court. 

Mysteriously missing when court recessed late yesterday, the 
state’s exhibit had not been found at noon today. It was a receipt 
card for a Los Angeles grand jury transcript, signed Aug. 9 by Deputy 
Sheriff G. F. McKelvey, now a defendant with five other men in the 
criminal conspiracy “pamphlet” case. 

The card had been used yesterday afternoon by Asst. Dist. Atty. 
Preston Turner, prosecuting, and by McKelvey in examination of Will 
Neish, clerk in the Los Angeles^ 
district attorney’s office from 
which McKelvey borrowed the 
transcript—later photostated and 
the photostatic copy used in prep¬ 
aration of a second pamphlet. 

McKelvey said he did not know 
where the exhibit was, and Turner 
said he had not seen it. Court 
Clerk Ralph Gordon, Justice Chris 
Pann and attorneys searched for 
the receipt, but It still was miss¬ 
ing today.

Marchandeau, however, re¬ 
mained a member of the cabinet, 
becoming minister of justice. Thus 
he exchanged posts with Paul 
Reynaud, who took over the fi¬ 
nance portfolio. 

The shakeup came after it was 
reported Marchandeau had been 
blocked in his attempt to push 
through severe measures which he 
considered necessary to save 
France from bankruptcy.

WARSAW. (Al — Negotiations 
between Germany and Poland over 
the fate of thousands of Jews 
stranded along the frontier, orig¬ 
inally planned for today, now are 
scheduled to begin tomorrow. 

The problem arose Friday when 
Germany started deporting thou¬ 
sands of Polish Jews before a new 
Polish law went into effect re¬ 
quiring the revalidation of pass¬ 
ports of Poles living abroad.

LOS ANGELES. (iP)—U. S. Dis¬ 
trict Attorney General Harrison 
said today that he will seek a 
grand jury indictment of Mrs. 
Anna Laura Barnett and het 
daughter, Maxine Sturgis, on 
charges of resisting federal offi¬ 
cers when they removed them 
Sunday from the Wilshire boule¬ 
vard mansion built by the wealthy 
Indian and government ward, 
Jackson Barnett. 

The indictment, Harrison said, 
would supersede federal charges 
of resisting, filed yesterday, on 
which the two women were ar¬ 
raigned and held on $1000 bail 
in the county jail. 

The charges against them in¬ 
clude “forcibly resisting, Interfer- 
ring and Intimidating federal of¬ 
ficers with the use of ... a 
hatchet.” 

Mrs. Barnett, in commissioner’s 
court, broke into reading of the 
complaint to say: 

“It’s not true—it’s not true at 
all. It's ridiculous. I had a 
hatchet, all right, but I was going 
down to fix the front gate when 
the officers came pouring into my 
house.” 

Mrs. Sturg^ls, daughter of Mrs. 
Barnett by a former marriage, 
added: 

“I didn’t resist, I came down¬ 
stairs willingly.” 

Once Mrs. Barnett was asked 
by Commissioner David B. Held 
if friends could not raise the 
money for their release. 

“Friends," she cried scornfully, 
“I have no friends. Those ladies 
you talk about wanting to help 
me—they’re just a bunch of old 
hags. They’re just trying to cash 
in on me.” 

Mrs. Barnett’s marriage to the 
eccentric Indian who made a for¬ 
tune in Oklahoma oil was an¬ 
nulled a few weeks before nis 
death in 1634. The government 
has ruled that the home is to go 
to Indian service. 


SALT LAKE CITY. (A>)—Mur¬ 
derer John Deerlng, who, in his 
own words, was “no good alive," 
aided science in death today. 

Deering, retaining outward 
calm and insisting that he want¬ 
ed to die, was shot to death in 
Utah penitentiary yesterday by a 
firing squad. 

Today the man who had spent 
half his life in penal institutions 
had become a “guinea pig” for 
scientists on three fronts. 

The 40-year-old convict’s body 
was being studied in the medical 
department at the University of 
Utah. 

His eyes had been flown to San 
Francisco for possible transplant¬ 
ing of the corneas to the eyes of 
a blind person. 

Salt Lake City heart special¬ 
ists are studying an electro-car¬ 
diograph that, during the four and 


a half minutes Deering sat in a 
wooden chair, conversed and then 
was executed, recorded his heart 
beats through electrodes attached 
to his wrists.

Dr. Stephen H. Besley said 
Deerings’ composure was a mask 
—that his heart beat 180 times 
a minute shortly before the execu¬ 
tion. The heart of an average 
man doing violent exercise beats 
about 120 times a minute. 

It was the first time that sci¬ 
ence had recorded heart action of 
the instant a man was shot to 
death. Through the recorded 
graf, Dr. Besley said specialists 
hope to learn more of the heart’s 
action during violent death. 

The enigmatic killer admitted 
fatally shooting Oliver R. Mere¬ 
dith, jr.. Salt Lake City business¬ 
man, here last May during a hold¬ 
up.

CHICAGO.—Motor accidents in¬ 
crease a.s the day draws to a close. 
And, the National Safety Council 
has discovered, the same ruie 
holds for the declining year. 

Beginning in July and lasting 
well through the rest of the year, 
figures on traffic accidents rise. 
From September through Decem¬ 
ber, too, gasoline consumption 
falls off. This Indicates pretty 
conclusively to the council that 
seasonal hazards enter into the 
situation. 

R. L. Forney, the council’s chief 
statistician, and Sidney J. Wil¬ 
liams, director of its public safety 
division, say the following condi¬ 
tions help explain the Increase in 
accidents:

He ha.s spent 
years in working for an ade¬ 
quate national pen.sion plan. He 
was asked to write his views on 
the .$30-every-Thursday pro- 
po.saI that will be on the Nov. 8 
ballot, with the following result:

If these misguided people had 
taken my advice at the very in¬ 
ception of this movement and had 
consulted the leading bankers on 
the practicability of their plan, 
they would have saved themselves 
much labor and expense. For ob- 
vioinsly, bankers will not penalize 
themselves by accepting state 
warrants as money for deposit on 
which they must waste good 
money before a transfer value can 
be given the warrants. 

BANKING RISK 

The Bank of America has some 
450 branches in the state of Cali¬ 
fornia. It is likely that if the 
proposed warrants were distrib¬ 
uted generally that 1,000,000 peo¬ 
ple in the state would endeavor 
to deposit them with the banks .of 
that great institution each and 
every week. 

Such a group of people would 
then offer $30,000,000 for deposit 
to this one institution each week. 
It would cost the Bank of Amer¬ 
ica $600,000 each week to keep 
these bonds negotiable. I do not 
believe any banking Institution 
would for a moment consider tak¬ 
ing the grave risk of expending 
such an amount on the very faint 
hope that all other people to whom 
the warrants were presented would 
also stamp them regularly. 
GROTESQUE IDEA 

The banks will universally re¬ 
ject such substitutes for money. 
If the banks reject these war¬ 
rants, then the stores and busi- 
ncsses that make use of the 
banks as depositaries will have to 
refuse to handle them. There can 
be no relief for the poor and 
needy through any such ill-consid¬ 
ered legislation. 

It is almost as grotesque as 
Mr. Wallace’s idea of securing 
“the more abundant life” through 
curtailment of production, than 
which nothing more grotesque 
has ever emanated from Washing¬ 
ton under the guise of statesman¬ 
ship.

He cannot run fast enough to 
scare any infielders but his is a 
big, calm resourceful catcher with 
an arm like a bull-whip. 

Ernie, or “Bosho" as they called 
him in his salad days at Brook¬ 
lyn, was placed first on 10 of the 
24 ballots of the writers’ vot¬ 
ing committee, a fine percentage 
considering the opposition. 

H was 63 points ahead of Bill 
Lee, the Chicago Cubs’ hurler, who 
finished second, Lee was one of 
the main reasons for the Cubs’ 
perky showing in the late season 
drive. He worked four days in 
a row the final week of the sea¬ 
son. His 22nd victory of the 
year clinched the pennant for the 
Cubs. 

Just behind Lee was Arky 
Vaughan, the Pittsburgh Pirates’ 
shortstop and leading hitter.

In every way he fills the 
requirements for the award which 
include: actual value to his team, 
both on offense and defense; num¬ 
ber of games played and general 
character, disposition, loyalty and 
effort.

Seabiscuit Faces Real Testi 


BALTIMORE, Md. (A>) — The 
paths of America’s two greatest 
thoroughbreds cross for the first 
time at ancient Pimlico today 
when War Admiral and Seabis¬ 
cuit, descendants of that mighty 
Man o’ War, meet in their on- 
agaln, off-again match race. 

Chairman Jervis Spencer of 
Maryland’s state racing commis¬ 
sion, made the $15,000 classic a 
certainty at 8:30 a. m. today with 
an official ruling the Pimlico 
track was “fast.” 

Waiting the winner at the end 
of the mile and three-sixteenths is 
a big check, but far more impor¬ 
tant is the prestige to be gained 
through victory. The two prin¬ 
cipals in America’s first major 
match race in 14 years. War Ad¬ 
miral from Samuel D. Riddle’s 
fashionable Glenn Riddle farms, 
and Seabiscuit, the Cinderella colt 
owned by Charles S. Howard of 
San Francisco, rightfully earned 
their right to be acclaimed cham¬ 
pions of the turf. 

Seabiscuit, an $8000 Wheatley 
stable castoff in 1936, is bidding 
for second place among the 
world’s leading money winning 
horses. Winner of $325,480 as the 
result of 31 victories, 12 .seconds 
and 13 thirds in 83 starts during 
four years of campaigning from 
coast to coast, the ’Biscuit can 
jump ahead of the ill-fated Equi¬ 
poise into a position to challenge 
Sun Beau’s world record of $376,- 
744. Twice the son of Hard Tack, 
himself an offspring of Man ’o 
War, was nosed out of the turf’s 
richest purse, the $100,000 Santa 
Anita handicap, or he would be 
far in front now. 

War Admiral holds no such 


lofty position in the money win¬ 
ning record books but neither has 
he been so heavily campaigned as 
his West Coast rival. The four- 
year-old Riddle star, a year 
younger than the ’Biscuit, has 
been under colors only 22 times 
and has earned $263,800. He fin¬ 
ished out of the money in last 
summer’s Massachusetts handicap 
—the only time in his career in 
which he failed to earn one of the 
pay-off positions. 

Now that Jervis Spencer, jr., 
chairman of the racing commis¬ 
sion, has declared the race offi¬ 
cially on it can rain, hail or even 
snow, but they must face Starter 
George Cassidy or their owners 
forfeit the $5000 guarantee. If 
anything should happen to cither 
horse, the other will be permitted 
to gallop around the track and 
collect the forfeit of the other 
plus $5000 posted by the Maryland 
jockey club. 

The forecast was "fair and 
warmer,” furnishing perfect 
weather conditions. Early bet¬ 
ting made the Admiral the 3 to 5 
choice, largely becau.se of his fa¬ 
mous early speed. Seabiscuit, 
known more for his stretch run¬ 
ning ability, was quoted at 7 to 5. 

Three times within the la,>:t year 
the pair have been scheduled to 
meet and each time it was Sea- 
biscuit that was withdrawn. A 
muddy track w'as the cause at 
Laurel last fall and the Massa¬ 
chusetts handicap and in June the 
’Biscuit failed to stand training 
while being readied for Belmont 
park’s match race, a $100,000 af¬ 
fair. Both horses have come up 
to today's race in fine shape, how¬ 
ever.

ULY PATTERN . . . 

On Nov. 30, 1936, a 25-acre 
structure of iron and glass was 
destroyed by the greatest confla¬ 
gration London heis seen in many 
a year. 

The building was the great Crys¬ 
tal Palace, erected originally to 
house the Great Exhibition of 1851. 
This original structure had been 


exactly 1851 feet long, to com¬ 
memorate that date. Later moved 
from Hyde park to Sydenham, 
where it burned, its length was 
increased to 2758 feet. 

Sir Joseph got his inspiration 
for the unique design of the palace 
from the odd, six-foot broad leaves 
of the Victoria regia lily of South 
America. 'The back of the leaf is 


made up of a network of ribs, 
making it unusually strong for its 
thickness. 

Strange as it seems, these lily 
pads are able to support a 200- 
pound man on the water. The 
plant's flower, more than a foot 
across, blooms only for two days, 
then is closed forever and with¬ 
drawn beneath the water.

Vote ‘No’ on No. 2 

Dr. Karl F. Meyer is known as a dog lover and a 
person syirpathetic with those who abhor the idea of 
needless cruelty to animals. 

As director of the Hooper Foundation for Medical 
Research at the University of Calitc."nia, Dr. Meyer com¬ 
mands the respect of all Californians who know his great 
contributions to the health of the people of the west. 

Looking for guidance on prcpo.sition No. 2, the so- 
called humane pound act, newspapers have written Dr. 
Meyer asking his opinion. The letter that resulted is so 
clear and convincing that we are printing it as an editorial: 

I find it impossible to follow the logic of those well-meaning 
people who are behind the act. They insist that they want it 
passed as a humanitarian measure, yet it will actually result 
in adding: to the existing plethora of dogs and cats which are 
unwanted as pets and which will go to a premature death. 

The act provides that legitimate research agencies cannot 
avail themselves of dogs and cats which are to be killed anyway, 
but must bring additional hundreds or thousands into the world 
for that purpose. Just how this fosters humanitarianism I 
cannot understand. 

The situation boils down to the fact that certain individuals 
are so emotionally constituted that it gives them pain to think 
of a dog which has once been a pet being operated upon, regard¬ 
less of how gentle the animal is treated. They are out to save 
themselves rather than dogs from pain, even if it means the 
death of additional thousands of animals whose only fault is 
that they have never been pets, and even if it means the death 
of men, women and children from lack of knowledge on the part 
of science that could have been obtained were test animals 
readily available. 

. » * • 

Before publicly opposing the act we made inquiries as to 
the possibility of obtaining dogs in other ways than are pro¬ 
hibited by this proposed act. The consensus was as follows; 

Animals might be obtained from public pounds outside of 
the state, but that would inevitably lead to great expense and 
trouble, and to attacks by anti-vivisectionists against this prac- 
' tice. This has happened elsewhere. 

Mass raising of dogs by medical schools is impractical be¬ 
cause the instincts of such animals militate against the success 
of concentrated breeding. 

Sudden public needs for large numbers of animals fre¬ 
quently occur and cannot be provided for in advance by a special 
breeding program. 

Available data indicate that the per capita cost to medical 
colleges of raising dogs to ages suitable for experimental pur¬ 
poses (15 months) would be about $20 each, an amount pro¬ 
hibitive under the limited budgets available for research. 

In order to supply even a fraction of the minimum need for 
dogs, existing kennel buildings and breeding quarters would 
have to be increased in size from eight to 12 times. We haven’t 
enough money to make necessary additions to the hospital and 
classroom buildings. 

• * * 

Under the proposed law there is no method of operating 
without definite handicaps to research. 

By trying to restrict to properly conducted research labora¬ 
tories the acts of vivisectors so abhorrent to the proponents of 
the act they cannot hope to prevent the objectionable form of 
experimentation by inexperienced and unsupervised amateurs 
frequently not doctors who secure dogs and cats from sources 
other than the pound. Thus the laudable attempt to prevent a 
repetition of the type of needless experimentation which caused 
the introduction of a bill similar to the act in the 1933 Legisla¬ 
ture will not succeed. Instead the trained worker who sincerely 
tries to make the world a safer place to live in will be 
handicapped. 

President Hogan of the American Bar associa¬ 
tion devoted a large part of an address before the 
Cleveland Bar association to condemning Justice 
Black of the United States Supreme Court. This is 
the Hogan who was attorney for Teapot Dome Doheny 
and who boasted how he got around the judge’s rul¬ 
ings and conveyed improper questions to the jury.

They come here 
as green as grass, most of them 
without visible means of support 
and claiming to want work, but 
they are too good to soil their 
hands with the rough jobs. 

That kind df work is out of their 
line.

Some¬ 
thing soft is what they want, out 
of the wepther, and as soon as they 
begin to do all right they start 
pushing their way into thg clubs 
and the better neighborhoods, 
WORK?

They consume plenty, but if you 
ever suggest to one of them that 
he ought to go out and be a farmer 
and produce something he will 
laugh at you as though you were 
crazy. Or if you crack that they 
ought to teach their kids to be far¬ 
mers or laborers, instead of white 
collar people, it is the same. It is 
true that they sometimes send 
their kids back to the homeland to 
college, but that is just for clan¬ 
nishness again—the old fear of be¬ 
ing assimilated by New York, the 
fear of becoming too eastern, al¬ 
though the kids have been bom 
and brought up in New York and 
enjoyed its advantages and supe¬ 
rior ease of living. 

But, whether they go back to 
school, back to the scenes, customs, 
inconveniences and all that the 
parents were so glad to escape 
from when they were young, or 
go to eastern schools, they aren’t 
fixing to go in for heavy toil when 
they get through. 

Yet the parents will sit around 
and knock other people for avoid¬ 
ing manual labor and say, “How 
many farmers do you see among 
them?” and complain because 
these others, too, keep alive their 
old traditions and folkways and 
try to give their children the kind 
of education and enough stake in 
life to make it unnecessary for 
them to be laborers. 

But when they go home to re¬ 
fresh themselves on the old tradi¬ 
tions they like to read notices in 
the papers describing them as New 
Yorkers — and their attitude to¬ 
ward those who did stay back 
amid the old scenes and customs 
to work as mechanics, farmers, 
ditch-diggers and what-all is one 
of hearty condescension. They re¬ 
gard them as quaint, back-coun¬ 
try people. 

STILL lOWANS, ETC. 

They sometimes seem just like

New Ape-Man Skull 

Found, Linked To 

Ancient Peking Race 

(Copyright, 1938, by Science Service) 
LONDON— (Special) —A new¬ 
found skullcap of Pithecanthropus, 
ancient ape-man of Java, is unique 
in showing a marked resemblance 
to the skulls of the Peking race 
found in the caves in northern 
China. ’This resemblance consists 
in a noticeable arching or doming 
of the top of the skull, which Is 
not present In the two previously 
known Pithecanthropus skulls, one 
discovered in 1937 and the other in 
1891. 

The new find is described In 
the weekly science journal, Nat¬ 
ure, published here, by Dr. G. H. 
R. von ■ Koenigswald, who works 
under the auspices of the Carnegie 
institution of Washington, and Dr. 
Franz Weidenreich of Peiping un¬ 
ion medical college, leader of re¬ 
searches at the Choukoutien caves 
where remains of Peking man are 
found. 

The third Pithecanthropus skull, 
like its two predecessors, is a large 
fragment. It consists oi the com¬ 
plete right parietal bone, which 
makes up most of the side of the 
skull, with part of the left parietal 
and a piece of the occipital bone, 
which forms the back of the skull.

Of serious aspect was a com- 
.munication handed to those tn at¬ 
tendance at an anthropology sec¬ 
tion "tea” during the recent meet¬ 
ing of the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science at 
Cambridge. It was lieaded; "The 
Sundowner, its distribution, ritual 
and sociology.” 

Excerpts from this weighty re¬ 
port; 

“The Sundowner appears to 
have been limited to Africa and 
Australia and the neighboring is¬ 
lands . . . From America and the 
West Indies we have evidence of 
a similar custom, known as the 
cocktail habit ... it may be per¬ 
formed at any time during the 24 
hours. In England the custom has 
appeared in the form ot sherry 
parties. This culture seems to 
have reached England from the 
West, reversing the usual Euro¬ 
pean eulture-dritt trom east to 
west, the inference being that It 
is not ot Nordic origin. 

"Evidence as to its ritual sig¬ 
nificance is not wanting. First, 
there is the evidence ot its name, 
‘Sundowner;’ philologists are 
agreed on this point, if on no oth¬ 
er; and with this is linked the re¬ 
gularity with which tlie ceremony 
is performed at the hour of sunset 
in the countries where the custom 
originated. 

Secondly, in its original and 
austere form, the ritual seems 
more often to have been per¬ 
formed by men in seclusion after 
several hours of fasting, and both 
these facts point to its origin be¬ 
ing based on magic. 

“Thirdly, part of the ritual con¬ 
sists of raising the glass, uttering 
an incantation, and then drinking 
some of the liquid. The incanta¬ 
tions caries in different countries, 
and is often quite unintelligi¬ 
ble, e.g, ‘Chin-Chin,’ ‘Here’s How,’ 
and the like are now meaningless 
phrases, but occasionally in coun¬ 
try places one hears the phrase 
‘Happy Days,” which unquesticn- | 
ably connects the rite with Sun- | 
Worship, and in particular with j 
the setting of the sun, a point 
which has hitherto been over¬ 
looked by our leading anthropolo¬ 
gists.” .

W A S H I N GTON.— When the 
court of appeals of New York 
opened this year, several old 
friends of its former chief judge, 
Benjamin Cardozo, pieced together 
the whole of the most fascinating 
story in the hi.story of the United 
States supreme court—the story of 
the appointment of Justice Cardo¬ 
zo. The story is published here in 
full for the first time. 

At the beginning of 1932, the 
great Oliver Wendell Holmes, then 
91 years old, was suffering anguish 
from lumbago as he coli.scientiously 
came every day to his place on the 
bench. For many years his New 
England conscience had tormented 
him with the worry that he might 
not be pulling his full weight in 
the work of the court. 

On the elevtnth day of January, 
Holmes remarked as he left the 
robing room, “I shan't be here to¬ 
morrow.” 

Next day Herbert Hoover re¬ 
ceived his letter of resignation. 

Holmes was a mountain of a 
man, the acknowledged legal schol¬ 
ar of his time, then the dissenting 
prophet of what are now the ac¬ 
cepted constitutional theories of 
the renovated suiireme court. His 
resignation brought an insistent 
demand throughout the country 
that the successor should be some¬ 
one ot Holmes’ own stature in the 
legal profession, not ju.st an ordi¬ 
nary supreme court justice, but 
someone imbued with Holmes’ 
great tradition. 

On this basis the obvious choice 
was Benjamin Cardozo of the New

There are already two 
justices on the court from New 
York, Stone and Hughes. Cardozo 
will make a third.”

The Bills 

No. 17, INITIATIVE 

Tliis measure, jiroposed by the 
senate, would amend the constitu¬ 
tion providing that petitions pro¬ 
posing laws or constitutional 
amendments must be filed 130 days 
before election, instead of 90 clays 
as at present. 

Its supporters claim the state 
has greatly increased in population 
and voting strength since the 90- 
day limit was established, causing 
the secretary of sjate and state 
printer much difficulty in the 90- 
day period to check petitions and 
have pamphlets printed, and short¬ 
ening the time the voter has to 
study the propositions. The state 
printer now must spend extra 
money for printing, they add. 

Opponents claim its adoption 
would be a "backward step,” tak¬ 
ing away from voters their present 
right to secure jiromptly “emer¬ 
gency” or other desirable legisla¬ 
tion instead of having to wait for 
another election. Well-financed in¬ 
terests, they say, have no trouble 
getting action from the legislature; 
civic groups, they contend, need 
all available help in getting meas¬ 
ures on the ballot.

Cave Animals 

By DR. FRANK THONE

CHAPEL Hir.L, N. f. — (.Spe¬ 
cial) — Cave iinimuls that have 
lost the use of their eyes, turned 
ghostly white, and are otherwise 
adapted to life in perpetual dark¬ 
ness axe the exception rather than 
the rule, Prof. A. S. Pearse of Duke 
University stated here today, be¬ 
fore the autumn meeting of the 
National Academy of Sciences. 
Prof. Pearse made a special study 
of the animal life of the limestone 
caves and cenotes, or sacred wells, 

I in Yucatan. 

“Ot some 300 species collected in 
the caves of Yucatan, most are 
such as may be found el :ewhere,” 

I declared the speaker. “Less than a 
, tenth arc troglobites.” 

Some animal species living in 
1 caves are found only in one par- 
1 ticular limited habitat. Others, on 
the other hand, like cave crickets 
1 and .small crustaceans, are widely 
I distributed. The crickets appar- 
j entiy leave the caves on dark, 
damp nights and find new homes 
I by overland travel. The crusta- 
j ceans, which include crayfish and 
■smaller animals of that family, 
j migrate througli ground waters. 

I 'Vast shell-craters left in the 
I sandy soil of the Carolina coastal 
plain by a prehistoric super-bom¬ 
bardment from the sky, the so- 
called “bays,” were described and 
discus.scd by Prof. W. F. Prouty 
ot the University of North Caro¬ 
lina. 

I These “bays” have nothing to do 
with ocean, lake or river. Tliey are 
great, elliptical, flat-bottomed de¬ 
pressions with raised sand rims 
around one end, usually toward 
the southeast. Mo.st widely ac¬ 
cepted th,x)ry their origin is 
that they were all made in a sin¬ 
gle night, indeed in a few min¬ 
utes, thousands pf years ago, when 
the shattered fragments of a tre¬ 
mendous meteor laid down a ti¬ 
tanic barrage on this part of the 
earth. 

This meteoric theory of “bay” 
origin has been subjected to con¬ 
siderable dispute; but in Prof. 
Prouty’s opinion a modified form 
of this theory is still the best ex¬ 
planation. Studies during the past 
summer, by a party of men with 
geophysical instruments, together 
with examination of the bottoms 
of some of the depressions where 
a new canal has cut sections 
through them, have strengthened 
him in this view.
